Paulin declared that a two-way 
radio would make it possible to re- 
spond ta small fires without the 
use cf any general alarm. And 
just as important is the fact thar 
while firemen are out on one fire 
they will be able to kcep constant: 
ly in touch with the station in the 
event that a Jarger fire breaks out 
in the city. 

“What this radio equipment will 
actually enabie us to do is to run} 
on silent calls with perfect safety,” 
Chief Paulin said. “It will speed 
things up and will keep us con- 
stantly in touch with the staticn 
in the event that another fire 
hreaks out while we are still re- 
turning from one we have just 
put out.” 

Chief Paulin has moved his of- 
fice to the fire hall and can be 
reached there at anytime between 
the hours of 8 a. m. and 5 p. m. 
His business phone number is 
317-140 and should be used at all 
times unless a fire is being re- 
ported. In case of fire, call 311-20, | 
but for anything else, be sure to} 
Gial 317-140, 

The appointment of Charles C. 
Parks on the police desk, makes it | 
possible to keep a fireman on duty 
in the fire house all day long, Chief 
Paulin said, and will give the de- 
partment more time on which to 
concentrate on fire prevention and 
to take care of many other mat- 
ters that it hes been unable to do 
in the rast. 

After five o’clock, however, fire 
engineers will continue to be on 
duty at the police desk and can be 
veached there at any time.

The erection of a veteran's build- 
ing in the city park would be tax 
exempt and would be open to all 
ex-servicemen, whether they are 
members of the Legion. The 
Legion would not be able to sell it 
at anytime, if it so desired, since 
it would always remain city prop- 
erty. Izewever, it would at all 
times be under the control and 
managership of the service group. 

“The city is anxlous and willing 
te do something for the service- 
men, but we're ‘imited in the 
amount of money we can spend,” 
Mayor Eugene C. Nisbet declared. 
“But our job is te do something 
for all the services primariiy and 
the Legion secondary.” 

The Legion offered to sell its 
present clubhouse to the city 
week ago for $8000 and a site on 
Third avenue. While the council-} 
men voted to pay the price asked | 
for by the Legion for its building, 
they felt that the property cn 
Third street might have some fu- 
ture development and that better 
use could be be made of it. 








In making its offer, the counci!| 


stated that if the Legion acceptei 
its offer for sale of the building, 
they could contiue to remain in it 
until other arrangements were 
made for a meeting place.
